Correcting Yellowing of 
Synthetics 

The yellowing of synthetic fab- 
rics caused by a build-up of body 
soils can occur when they are treat- 
ed as "delicate." That means giving 
the garment short, gentle and cool 
washes or handwashing with a light 
duty detergent. 

The solutions to the problem is 
to wash the synthetics in hot water, 
at least 130 degrees F., using a per- 
manent press cycle. Increase the 
amount of detergent and use a 
bleach. 

Prevent yellowing by laundering 
the garments frequently, washing in 
water at least 100 degrees F. and 
using a laundry detergent.

on all entry doors. They should be 
installed on front, back and side 
doors in addition to existing lock- 
sets.

If a door has glass within 3 feet 
of it, you may consider a double- 
cylinder deadbolt lock. These require 
a key on both sides, so if a burglar 
came in through a back window, he 
would still need a key to get outof 
the house with TV sets, sterco, cic. 
Remember, this is a negative factor 
in case of fire. 

You can install deadlocks your- 
self or have a locksmith do the job. 
Deadlocks may be the cheapest in- 
surance you can buy,

Feeding Market Hogs 

When raising market hogs from 
a weight of around 50 pounds up to 
220 or over, feed costs will be the 
biggest production cost you face. 
Of course, you have to consider 
other costs such as, animal cost, 
whether you produce the animal 
yourself through a farrowing opera- 
tion or by feeder pigs. Housing is 
another cost you may incur, Of 
course, health care would be your 
final cost, along with sanitation, 

We are in a tough situation from 
a feed standpoint as it relates to 
market hog production at this par- 
ticular time in 1988. U. S. number 
1 and 2 market hogs weighing 220 
to 250 pounds as of the 5th of Oc- 
tober, were selling for around 38 to 
38.50 per 100 weight. This is down 
35% from last year. With corn pric- 
es on the rise, this doesn't add up to 
the best situation if you have to 
buy a lot of feed, Therefore, there 
are some things you can d@ to pos- 
sible save yourself some moricy in 
feeding out your market hogs. 

One way is to not feed out hogs 
in any group large enough that you 
have to buy a great deal of feed. In 
other words, feed the amount of 
hogs that you can feed with the 
corn you have on the farm, The

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Remember that price isn't the fi- 
nal sign of quality. Instead, check 
the hangtag. It will state what ma- 
tcrials have been used, such as sol- 
ids or veneers. That will help you 
comparison shop. Also, the furni- 
ture should look even and feel 
smooth. 

One of the best places to check 
construction is the drawers. Pull the 
drawer out with one hand. It should 
glide smoothly. Look for dovetail 
joints, not nails, 

Then check the stability of the 
piece. Place your palms on the sur- 
face, press down hard and try to 
rock it. A well-constructed piece 
won't wobble or crack. 

Also be sure upholstery fabric is 
tightly woven. Hold the fabric in 
your hand and press down on it as 
hard as you can. If the yarns slip or 
separate, the fabric construction is 
weak, 

Rub printed fabric briskly to see 
if any of the color wears off. Check 
the padding to be sure you can't feel 
the wood frame anywhere. If you 
can feel it, the fabric will wear 
through in that area.

He estimates 
that he has lost two-thirds of the 
crop this year. His early varieties 
were a total loss with his later va- 
rietics having some berries on 
them, 

The blueberry plant is one that 
will respond to tender, loving care, 
Mr. Harper gives his plants plenty 
of this.

other way is to cut protein costs. 
There are several ways to do this. 
One way is to feed a high protein 
grain such as, wheat or triticale 
which is a rye/wheat cross grown 
especially for swine production, 
The other way is to gradually lower 
the protein content of your feeder 
pigs as they grow since their needs 
decrease as far as the total protein 
content in the ration the heavier 
they get. However, the amount of 
feed increases slightly. But, general- 
ly, you will save some money by 
feeding less protein as they get 
heavier over feeding the high pro- 
tein mixture plus increasing total 
feed intake. 

One way to do this is to start 
pigs out weighing 50 to 10% 
pounds on a 16% ration and feed 
each pig around 3 1/2 pounds per 
pig per day. Once the hog reaches 
110 up till they are 164 pounds, 
feed a 14% ration and feed 6 pounds 
per pig per day. At 165 pounds to 
219 pounds, drop the protein con- 
tent down to 13% and feed 7 1/2 
pounds per pig per day ull finished 

The only change you might 
make at 220 pounds is if you want 
to top the pigs of around 250, in- 
crease the total feed consumption 
per pig by .2 of a pound, but keep 
the protein content at 13%, An ex- 
ample of a 16% ration would be to 
feed 74 pounds of grain and 26 
pounds of a 36% protein supple- 
ment. This would give a 16% pro- 
tein ration in a 100 pone batch. 
Approximate cost for this 100 
pounds of feed would be $10.08. 
An example of a 14% ration would 
be 81 pounds of grain and 19 
pounds of a 36% protein supple- 
ment, Cost for this 100 pounds of 
feed would be $9.52. An example 
of a 13% ration would be 84 
pounds of grain and 16 pounds of a 
36% protein supplement. Cost of 
this 100 pound batch would be 
$9.28. Where do savings come in? 
If you fed a 200 pound market hog 
that needed 7 1/2 pounds of feed 
per day, he would need to finish and 
you fed this 7 1/2 pounds a 16% 
protein ration level which would be 


‘too high, but what many people do, 


they mix 1 batch for the whole 
time that they are feeding a hog, it 
would cost you 76 cents per day to 
feed that one animal. If you feed 
him the 13% that he requires to 
still finish at the same weight, it 
would only cost you 70 cents. 
That's a 6 cents savings and 6 cents 
per day per head may not sound like 
much, but, if you had 100 head of 
hogs, that would be $6 savings per 
day of about $150-600 saved, over 
an entire feeding period, depending 
on how you feed you hogs. That 
can add up. 

The bottom line on feeding mar- 
ket hogs is this, feed them what 
they need, when they need it, and 
don't give them any more. They 
Start out at a 16% ration, finish up 
at a 13% ration. You don't need to 
feed any less than 3 1/2 pounds or 
any more than 7.7 pounds per ani- 
mal per day. If your hogs are not 
gaining as they should at this rate, 
then you need to look at other man- 
agement areas within your herd.

The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 15 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Memorial Day holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Thomas H.

Motion To Change District Lines In Coffee 
County Killed By 5-2 Vote Of County Commission 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 22, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and by a vote of 5-2 killed a 
motion made by Comm. Jim Du- 
bose that would have attempted to 
ammend District lines in Districts 1 
and 3, 

Comm. Dubosc presented a peti- 
lion to the commission consisting 
of 70 names of registered voters 
who wished to be returned to Dis- 
trict 3, Beat 20, and then introduced 
a motion that the request be relayed 
to the Federal courts. 

Dubose informed the commis- 
sion that when the county was re- 
districted recently, some voters in 
Beat 2, District 1 and a similar 
number of voters in Beat 20, Dis- 
trict 3, were moved into new Dis- 
tricts.

"I've had some voters tell me 
that they won't vote until they are 
moved back in their own district,” 
stated Comm. Dubose, "and while I 
admit that isn't what they need to 
do, it is what they have vowed to 
do unless we move them back." 

Dubose received little support 
for his proposal, but refused to let 
the wishes of the voters die, and 
then made a motion to authorize the 
county attomey to present the re- 
quest to change district lines to the 
Federal court. 

Comm. Robert Stephens second- 
ed the motion, but it died by a vote 
of 5-2 as Billy Eagerton, Sid Ave- 
ret, Damascus Crittenden, Eugene 
Bradley and Bill Faulk all voted 
against the motion. 

Comm. Sid Averett notified the 
commission that funding was avail- 
able for the construction of a new 
Mental Health office in Coffee 
County and recommended the 
county cither lease or give the 
agency land near the site of the new 
health department building, in En- 
terprise. 

Averett stated the mental health 
officials had requested 3-4 acres of 
land in the area and reported that 
the land was needed before the 
funding could be acquired. 

"TI suggested earlier that we wait 
until the funding for the mental 
health building was available be- 
fore moving forward with the 
health department.” said Comm. 
Dubose, “but back then it was stat- 
ed the mental health tunding was 
simply a ‘pie in the sky’ chance and 
was ignored. Now thal the funding 
is definitely available, I would like 
to sce us use the $500,000 in men- 
tal health money used to pay for 
half the building that is being 


planned for the health department. 
The county can then pay for the 
other half with the bond money and 
use the remainder of the bond mon- 
cy to resurface county roads. The 
building is designed with two 
wings anyway and we could Iet the 
mental health folks use one wing 
and the health department folks use 
the other one." 

Comm. Averett, an outspoken 
supporter of the new health depart- 
ment building, objected to the idea, 
as did the remaining commission- 
crs.

Dear Editor: 

I am writing to express concern 
about some disturbing things that 
some of us have been hearing and 
reading about lately. 

On the morning of January 24, 
1989, Ted Bundy was electrocuted 
in Florida. He confessed to murders 
of 23 young women and it is be- 
lieved he took the lives of many 
more. 

Before he dicd Ted Bundy re- 
quested an interview with the well 
known psychologist and radio coun- 
sclor, Dr. James Dobson, who 
served as a member of the 1885- 
1986 Attorney General's Commis- 
sion on pornography. I have a tran- 
script of this half-hour interview in 
which I sce some disturbing in- 
sights into the mind of this former 
Boy Scout. 

Ted Bundy said that he was ad- 
dicted to pomography from child- 
hood. He said he was convinced that 
hard-core pornography fucled the 
deadly, violent fantasies which he 
acted out upon his victims. 

During the interview, Bundy 
claimed “There are loose in the 
towns and communities people like 
me today whose dangerous impuls- 
es are being fucled day in, and day 
out, by violence in the media -- par- 
ticularly sexual violence”. 

The thought of hundreds or thou- 
sands and even millions of Ted 
Bundys being created all over the 
country through pom magazines, 
movies, TY shows and videos 
should really concern all of us. 


Some try to tell us that what they 
see does not altect them. If big 
companics that spend millions of 
dollars on TV advertising would be- 
lieve that, they could save a lot of 
inoney, The fact is, you are what 
you think, and you think about 
what you see and hear. 

Bundy told Dobson, "I've lived 
in prison for a long time now and 
met a lot of men who were moli- 
vated to commit violence just like 
me, and without exception every 
one of them are deeply influenced 
and consumed by an addiction to 
pomography". 

Bundy asked for this interview 
so he could warn others. He said, 
"Pornography can reach out and 
snatch a kid out of any house today 
-- violent pornography was an in- 
dispensable link in the chain of 
events which led to assaults and 
murder which I was involved in." 

No wonder God warned us to 
watch what we watch and what we 
think about. The Bible says, 
"Whatsoever things are -- pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report; if 
there be any virtue, if there be any 
praise, think on these things.” 

Parents, what are you watching, 
what are your children watching? 
You are responsible before God to 
lead your children in the right way. 

If any readers find themselves ad- 
dicted to pornography, I want them 
to know that they can be saved 
from this guilt and powcr and death 
sentence that this sin or any sin 
brings. "Jesus Christ came to save 
His people from their sins". You 
can trust Him. Learn more about 
him by reading the Bible, especially 
the Gospel of John in the New Tes- 
tament.

‘ ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


What kind of confession is 
necessary in becoming a 
Christian? 


Jesus declared, "Whosoever therefore shall confess me before men, him 


will I confess also before my Father which is in heaven" (Matt. 10:32). The 
basic meaning of confession, in the Biblical sense, is “to profess faith in, or 
to acknowledge the authority of another.” So to confess Christ is to profess 
faith in Christ, and acknowledge His authority. On one occasion, Jesus 
asked His disciples who men said that the Son of Man was. Men thought 
He might be John, Elijah, Jeremiah, or another of the prophets. Jesus then 
asked, "But whom say ye that I am? And Simon Peter answered and said, 
Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God" (Matt. 16:15-16). Peter con- 
fessed Christ. 


The Apostle Paul wrote, “If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 


Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the heart man belicveth unto righteous- 
ness, and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation" (Rom. 10:9- 
10). Paul said, "confession is unto salvation,” so confession should not be 
minimized. Paul connected belief in the heart with the open confession of 
Christ by the mouth. Confession of Christ is not merely the saying of 
some “formula,” but is the outward expression of the faith felt in the heart. 
By our confession of faith in Him, we express our acceptance of His author- 
ity in every area of our lives, and give our personal pledge of allegiance to 
Him and His cause. 


Confession of Christ is not made by nodding the head, or by telling of 


some experience or dream. It is made before men (Matt. 10:32), and it is 
made with the mouth (Rom. 10:10). Paul reminded Timothy of his confes- 
sion of Christ. "Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, 
whereunto thou art also called, and hast professed a good profession (confes- 
sion) before many witnesses" (1 Tim. 6:12). The Ethiopian nobleman asked 
Philip, “See, here is water; what doth hinder me to be baptized?” Philip re- 
plied, “If thou believedst with all thine heart, thou mayest. And he answered 
and said, I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God” (Acts 8:36037). 
Thus after Philip had expiained Isaiah 53, and its relationship to Christ, the 
Ethiopian confessed Christ, and was baptized into Christ. Because of His 
sacrifice for us, God exalted Christ, “that at the name of Jesus every knec 


should bow . . 


_ and that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 


Lord, to the glory of God the Father" (Phil. 2:10-11). It has been said, “the 
confession is the birthplace of the unselfish element in religion.” Have you 


unreservedly, unselfishly confessed Christ?

‘ ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


What kind of confession is 
necessary in becoming a 
Christian? 


Jesus declared, "Whosoever therefore shall confess me before men, him 


will I confess also before my Father which is in heaven" (Matt. 10:32). The 
basic meaning of confession, in the Biblical sense, is “to profess faith in, or 
to acknowledge the authority of another.” So to confess Christ is to profess 
faith in Christ, and acknowledge His authority. On one occasion, Jesus 
asked His disciples who men said that the Son of Man was. Men thought 
He might be John, Elijah, Jeremiah, or another of the prophets. Jesus then 
asked, "But whom say ye that I am? And Simon Peter answered and said, 
Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God" (Matt. 16:15-16). Peter con- 
fessed Christ. 


The Apostle Paul wrote, “If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 


Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the heart man belicveth unto righteous- 
ness, and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation" (Rom. 10:9- 
10). Paul said, "confession is unto salvation,” so confession should not be 
minimized. Paul connected belief in the heart with the open confession of 
Christ by the mouth. Confession of Christ is not merely the saying of 
some “formula,” but is the outward expression of the faith felt in the heart. 
By our confession of faith in Him, we express our acceptance of His author- 
ity in every area of our lives, and give our personal pledge of allegiance to 
Him and His cause. 


Confession of Christ is not made by nodding the head, or by telling of 


some experience or dream. It is made before men (Matt. 10:32), and it is 
made with the mouth (Rom. 10:10). Paul reminded Timothy of his confes- 
sion of Christ. "Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, 
whereunto thou art also called, and hast professed a good profession (confes- 
sion) before many witnesses" (1 Tim. 6:12). The Ethiopian nobleman asked 
Philip, “See, here is water; what doth hinder me to be baptized?” Philip re- 
plied, “If thou believedst with all thine heart, thou mayest. And he answered 
and said, I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God” (Acts 8:36037). 
Thus after Philip had expiained Isaiah 53, and its relationship to Christ, the 
Ethiopian confessed Christ, and was baptized into Christ. Because of His 
sacrifice for us, God exalted Christ, “that at the name of Jesus every knec 


should bow . . 


_ and that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 


Lord, to the glory of God the Father" (Phil. 2:10-11). It has been said, “the 
confession is the birthplace of the unselfish element in religion.” Have you 


unreservedly, unselfishly confessed Christ?

Drug Problem Is #1 Priority -

State officials are working hard 
in Montgomery to minimize the 
problem of drug and alcohol abuse 
in Alabama. 

Gov. Guy Hunt said that the 
drug problem has to be number one 
on the state's agenda. "The mind 
and the body are ruined as a result 
of drugs,” Hunt said. He feels that 
education and economic develop- 
ment do not matier when drug 
abuse is involved. 

Attorney General Don Sicgel- 
man said, “Drugs are at the heart of 
sous erimes like murder, rape and 
tobbery." Siegelman feels that 
drugs are destroying the lives of 
chiitren, distupting families and 
Hidserins ihe steeneth of workers

Alabama is in a vulnerable posi- 
tion as far as being attractive to 
drug dealers because of the vast 
coast line, he said. Alabama's inter- 
State system also allows for drug 
trafficking. Siegelman said that the 
rural communities can be targeted 
for landing aircraft on air strips 
built during World War II. 

A study done in 1985 said that 
Alabama ranked seventh in the na- 
ion for the amount of home grown 
marijuana produced, he said 

"Drug education has got to be 
the major weapon in fighting the 
drug problem,” Seigelman said. 
Over the past three years, local 
based awareness and drug prevention 
programs have been established 
with great success. Support groups, 
such as the Straight program, in- 
volve parents, teachers and young 
people to help aid in drug rehabili- 
lation. 

The state Department of Educa 
lion and the attomey general have 
worked together to develop a drug 
abuse curriculum. This curriculum 
is now available in all public
